RE: VICENTE LOMBARDO TOLEDANO 


Vicente Lombardo Toledano, a member of the Adralnls- 
trative Commlttee of the World Federatlon of Trade Unlone 
(WFTU) by vlrtue of hle posltlon as prealdent of the 
Gonfederatlon of Latín American Workers (GTAL), arrlved 
In San Francisco, California, from Washington, D. C. on 
or about Aprll 22, 1945. Lombardo Toledano had been In 
Washington, D. C. from about Aprll 10, 1945, to Anrll 19, 
1945, attendlng sesslons of the Admlnlstrative Commlttee 
of the World Federatlon of Trade Unlons. Thls Commlttee 
was meetlng for the purpose of drafting a constltutlon 
for a nevf International of trade unlons and to conslder 
plañe for seeklng representatlon of the recently formed 
WFTU at the San Francisco UNCIO, The Admlnlstrative 
Commlttee reoortedly adjourned in Washington, D. C. on 
Aprll 19, 1945, and all Its member s proceeded In a body 
to Oakland, California, vhere meetings v^ere resuraed. 

For your Information regardlng the WPTI!’, plana rere 
laid for a conference at London, Englend, of the trade 
unlons of the United Natlons and neutral countries as 
early as June, 1944, but pendlng Invasión plana at that 
time necessltated Its cancellatlon. Such a conference 
vas ultimately held in February, 1945, In London, dele- 
gates from trade unlons of about 40 natlons representlng 
a claimed membershlp of from flfty to slxty mllllon 
workers attendlng the meetlng. A decisión vas reached 
by the delegates to establlsh a'nev; International of 
trade unlons: a second conference vas scheduled for 
September, 1945; and a Contlnua.tlons Commlttee of some 
45 members was chosen to conduct the buelness of the 
nevrly planned organization nending the September, 1945 
reconventlon of the conference. Playlng outstandlng 
roles In the formatlon of the International vere the 
Brltlsh Trades Union Congress: the Labor Organlzatlons 
of the USSR} the CIO, vhlch vas the only organization 
from the United States actively partlclpat Ing In the 
conference; the CTAL, vhose delegation vas headed by 
Lombardo Toledano: and the Reorganizad Labor Movement 
of France. 

From the Contlnuatlons Commlttee there vas chosen 
an Admlnlstrative Commlttee vhlch vas charged i^^lth the 
drafting of a constltutlon to be consldered for adoption 
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at the scheduled September, 1945 conference. Thls 
Admlnletratlve Comralttee made plans for a meeting In 
Washington, D. C. on Aprll 10, 1945, to vork on the 
constltution draft and to repalr. to San Francisco 
prior to the opening of the Security Conference in 
order to be on hand to eeek representation at UNCIO in 
a coneultative and advisory capacity.

Regarding the activities of Vicente Lombardo 
Toledano at San Francisco upon his arrival there, he 
reportedly took up residence at 251 Brentvood Avenue 
as the guest of C. R. Schneider and daughter. In a 
press interview vith Jane Gilbert, repórter for the 
"Peoples* World," a Communist dominated publication 
in San Francisco, Lombardo Toledano stated that a 
revolutionizing of the International Labor Organiza- 
tion must be accomplished and that reorganization of 
the International Labor Office wlll be dlscussed at a 
meeting of the Governing Body of the organlzatlon at 
i^uebec in June, 1945. 

It vdll be recalled that Lombardo Toledano is a 
member of the Governing Body of the International 
Labor Organlzatlon, a tripartita body orlglnally set 
up in conjunction vith the League of Nations and 
Includlng repreaenta.tives of governments, emoloyers, 
and vrorkers of all member nations. Please refer to 
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the report of Speclal Agent David E. Haas dated June 3, 
1944, at Phlladelphla, Pennsylvanla, captloned "Communlst 
Inflltratlon of International Labor Conference, Internal 
Securlty - C," transmltted to your attentlon by letter 
dated July 7, 1944, for exteneive detalle regardlng the 
International Labor Organlzatlon, its annual meeting In 
the United States In Aprll and May, 1944, and Lombardo 
Toledano' s connectlons wlth the organlzatlon. 

At thle prese meeting Lombardo Toledano stated that 
It Is the task of the Admlnlstrat Ive Commlttee of the 
WFTU to brlng recommendstlone of the London Conference 
before the United Natlons at San Francisco and that 
■'Of conree, the World Labor Organlzatlon vente repre- 
sentatlon vrlthin the nev Securlty Organlzatlon on all 
bodlee. " 

Lombardo Toledano on May 3, 1946, addreesed a 
meeting of Acción Demócrata Española regardlng the 
Argentino lesue. Lombardo Toledano etated that the 
admleslon of Argentina to UNCIO Is the greatest blov 
in years to democratlc American vorkers. He stated 
that the CTAL v^ill "vage an unceasing campalgn to over- 
throv the present Argentina Government and v;lll york 
tovrard the establlshment of a constltutlonal reglme." 

Vicente Lombardo Toledano ves reoorted to have been 
In contact vith Héctor Rayese Reyes of the Uruguayan 
delegatlon at UNCIO and vrith Luis Qulntanllla, Mexlcan 
delegate and former Ambassador to the USSR. He Is 
reported to have ueed the rooms of the Mexlcan dele- 
gates to the United States as hls headauarters part 
of the time. 

The California Labor School, a Communlst domlnated 
Instltutlon, Invited Lombardo Toledano to a party and 
he Is known to have spoken at a publlc meeting sponsored 
by the School on May 4, 1945, the subject of hls address 
belng cooperatlon betveen the California Labor School 
and the Workers Unlverslty of México of vhich latter 
Instltutlon he is the president. Lombardo Toledano has 
reportedly been in contact T,Tith varlous off leíais of 
the California Labor School, Includlng David Jenklns and 
Dr. Holland Roberts. David Jenklns le the Executive 
Director of the California Labor School. He Is reported 
to be an active and loyal member of the Communlst Polit- 
Ical Aseoclatlon and Is generally consldered as one of 
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the raost Iraportant Communlets on the Weet Coast. 

Dr. Holland Roberte Is Educatlonel Director of the 
California Labor School. Roberts Is not known to be 
a member of the Coramunlst Polltlcal Associatlon but 
he has been active over a perlod of years In varlous 
Gomraunlst front organizations. He is presently the 
Presldent of the American Russian Instltute In San 
Francisco. 

Lombardo Toledano has aleo been in contact wlth 
Eleanor Kahn, Campaign Director for the Harry Brldges 
Vlctory Committee, and Marión Bachrach, Executlve 
Secretary of the Counell for Pan American Democracy, 

Nevr York City. Both of these individúale have figured 
promlnently in Coramunlst actlvltlee in the United States. 
Kahn is employed in San Francisco as a member of the 
Research Department of the International Longshoremen' s 
and Warehousemen' s Union, CIO of whlch Han^y Brldges is 
the Presldent, and handled an extenelve pressure campaign 
in Washington, D. C. on Brldges' behalf Just prior to 
the recent argument of his deportatlon case before the 
Supreme Court of the United States. She has been 
observed in attendance at CPA meetlngs and is rellably 
reportad to be an active member of that organizatlon. 
Bachrach is the sister of John J. Abt vhose v^lfe, 

Jesslca Smlth, is editor of "Soviet Russla Today." 
Bachrach has reslded in New York City in recent years 
where she has taught at the Jefferson School of Social 
Science, a Coramunlst supported school: has been a cióse 
contact of proralnent Coramunlst s; and has been a speaker 
at various Coramunlst and Coramunlst front organizatlon 
meetlngs. 

Vicente Lombardo Toledano left San Francisco, 
California, en route to México City by way of Los 
Angeles, California, arrlvlng in the latter city on 
the evenlng of May 11, 1945. He was accompanled by 
his wife and Angel Coflno, the other CTAL delegate on 
the Admlnlstratlve Committee of the WFTU. The party 
vras met in Loe Angeles at the airport by a sraall group 
of people Including Félix Kusman, National Organizar 
for the Joint Antl-Fasclst Refugee Committee, and 
John McTernan, Attorney and knoxm contact of leading 
Coramunlsts in the Loe Angeles area. Kusman, as 
organlzer for the Joint Anti-Fasclst Refugee Committee, 
has had many contacte wlth prominent Coramunlst func- 
tlonarles throughout the United States. McTernan is 
assoclated wlth the Los Angeles law firra of Katz, 
G-allagher, Margolls, Isserman, and Bachells, et al. 
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All of the leadlng members of this flrm are reported 
to be active Communlsts. McTernan is knov to be in 
contact vrlth OPA headquarters and vrith such leadlng 
Gommunlsts as Cari Wlnter, President of the Los Angeles 
OPA. 


The entlre party, v^lth the exceptlon of Kusman, 
remained at the alrport wlth Lombardo Toledano untll 
hls departure. Lombardo Toledano, hia vlfe, and Angel 
Coflno proceeded vía Pan American Alrv^ays from Palmdale, 
California, during the late evenlng of May li, 1945, en 
route to México City. 
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
